Probably tlie oue gi'cat indn.slry iu 
which the Southeru man takes most in- 
terest, however, is the raising and manu- 
factilre*^ of cotton, This is the royal 
phint that was the glory and wealtli of 
tlio South in tlie past, and that is, no 
doubt, destiued to work out its financial 
salvation in tho future. By all the signs 
of the times. King Cotton hn« come to 
his own again. So profitable is tliocotton- 
manufacturing business that in certain 
sections Northern capital goes begging, 
the homo corporations having become 
wealthy enough to cari'y on the busi- 
ness. The culture of cotton is resumed, 
but with a dilTerence. Instead of merely 
raising and Kclhug the raw material 
Southern men .sec tlie policy of manu- 
facturing, botli for home use and export. 
They are lillini,' their mills with the best 
Lowell-made machinery, and are already 
producing, goods of excellent quality. 
They perceive tho bad management of 
wnding the vnw fiber to Nc .v England 
to bo manufactiu-od and thou buying it 
back.. Tho day is not; far distant when 
tho finesl fabrics will bo mauufaoturod 
in tho South, and, in tho meautimc, the 
demand for what they already produce 
is so great that the mills have orders for 
all they can furnish for months to come.

upon him. 

W'lieu a ropurier li icd to interview the 
man, and eiuieavorcd to learn something 
of his hfo in tho [last few years, he de- 
eliued to comniuuicate anytkiug. 

Hei-iied like a cluld when told how 
his ngtit uuwo and furnier position were 
luso rtuiued, auil, witii t»>ors tricklihg 
do.wi uls checks, saiil : 

" li r (tod's siike, ^ir, don't publish 
m\ degradation, nr niv name, at least, if 
you are deterujineil to say buniethiug 
aliout it. It is enough that" 1 know uiy- 
selt how low 1 have hecoiue. Will you 
promise that much? It will do no good, 
but will do m^ friends a great deal of 
harm, as, untortitnately, they think I 
die^l in .South America, where I went at 
the close of tho war."

It is intimated that a iiicmber of the 
Houae of Uomiiions proposes at the 
next session of parliament to move in 
the tlirection of Canadian indeiiendance, 
on the ground that it in desirable that 
we should elect our own Cliiof Magis- 
trate or President. This has always 
been a pet subject witli mere theorizers, 
and one that has given wide scope to 
men whose views and feelings are cir- 
cuniEcribed by their own personal and 
immediate interests; but so long as 
loyalty is a principle, and not a senti- 
ment only; so long as the people are 
contented and bappy in tlie enjoyment 
of their rights and privileges, and the 
(Country progressive, so long will the 
people remain true to that connection 
with the mother country which lias 
hitherto proved beneficial and iidviin- 
tageoas to both. The time may cnine 
when the iDcminion, more fully devel- 
oped than it now is, shall, with the 
couBent and co-operation of the Home 
Government, set up for itself among 
the nations of Iho earth; but we think 
that event is in the far-distant future. 
It is a noticeable fact that indepeti- 
deuco or annexation has never been 
thought of except in periods of busi- 
ness depression, when discontented 
aympathizors, instead of directing their 
thoughts nnd energies into more pro 
titable channol.q, avail themselves of 
the opportunity to air their whiinsi- 
calitios and make political capital. But 
throughout the long line, the Domin- 
ion at present is jirosperous and pro- 
gruGsive, comparing favorably with any 
other country. This is not, thoreforo, 
an opportune time for independence, 
and if mooted in the House (which wo 
do not think it will be) will meet with 
unqualified and ovorwhelniing opposi- 
tion. On this tjuostion we are per- 
suaded that the people are sound; in 
»Dme provinces theyare as an unit in fa- 
vor of the maintenance of Britisii con- 
nection. They are not to be beguiled 
by the revival of dead i.ssues, of which 
the present is one. It is scarcely neces- 
sary to add that to obtain the power to 
elect our own Governor General would 
bo to eflfect the severance of the chief 
outward link that binds iis to the re.st 
of the empire.

DEATH OF MR. JUSTICE 
ROBERTSON. 

The pftiuful subpeihSL' luid greiit anxiety 
which have been iimnifested iimong ull 
tlasses of tliis community for several days 
piiat with ix'gard to tlie illu(!33uf Rfr. Jus- 
tice Kobei'taoii cuhuiiiiited yesterday af- 
ternoon in his demise. Although there 
woa-cunae for alarm from the time that 
the oporation was performed on him on 
Saturday last, yot up to Tuesday after- 
noon no particularly iinfavorable symp- 
toms developed theinsolvea. He then 
be({iiii to sink rapidly under the shock 
wliich his ay.steiii Imd sustained. For a 
short tiuie yuaterdiiy forenoon lie seemed 
to liilly sliyhtly, but it was only the last 
liickeriug of exhausted nature, for at 15.40 
[1.111. ho departed cahnly and peacefully 
to tlio spirit land, e.tomplifying in death 
as throughout a lilaiuolcss life all tlie 
beautiftll traits of an eminently Christian 
character. The effect of the shock follo\v- 
ing the operation upon a highly sensitive 
organization \va.s audi that no rocupera 
live energy siiporveiied. The decca.scd 
gentloinan, as will bo remembered, re- 
turned to this city from his judicial cir- 
cuit in' Yale and-Lillooet districts about a 
month'ago, aufl'ering from lameness, ami 
was at once ordered by his medical advi- 
ser.i to give tlio limb perfect rest. FrcJiii 
that time he did not rise from his bed. It 
is needless to .-^ay that the distressed uml 
heartbroken widow and large family ot 
seven interesting little boys have liie 
heartfelt sympathy and condolence of the 
people, nut only of Victoria, but the pro- 
vince' in their irreparable and overwhelm- 
ing boreavomoiit. 

The Hon. AiexancUn- llooke Itobert.soii 
was bora in the town uf Chatham, On- 
tario, where his father was in extensive 
practice as a physician. Ho studied law in 
Chatham and Toi-onto, and after passing 
most successfully as a. barrister entered 
into th'e law firm of Macdonnell & Robert- 
son in Windsor. In the spring of 181)4 
he c:vmc to thi;i province and while editor 
of the DcLxhj Chionidf fought a well coii- 
tested'but up hill battle against the e.x- 
clusivoness of the law courts which for a 
time prevented his admission to practice 
his profession in the then colony of Van- 
couver Island. Failing, however, in gain- 
ing admission here he proceeded to the 
then separate colony of Briti.sh Columbia 
whcro he gained the object he souglit for 
in vain in this city and spent a most suc- 
cessful season or two in Barkerville. By 
the time he returned to the lower country 
tiie disabilities Under which he had lab- 
ored were removed and he was admitted 
to practice hero as v.-ell as on the main- 
hnid. Early in 1808 lie visited his native 
town wliere he niurrieiland returning to this 
citycontinued in the successful practice of 
law till confederation. He was then one of 
the first appointed as Queen's Counsel in 
the newly formed province of British 
Columbia by Sir John A. Macdonald's 
former admin i.stration. Soon after this, 
when Mr. McCreight formed his cabinet 
in '71, Mr. llobortsou took office as the 
first provincial secretaiy under responsi- 
ble government with a seat in the legis- 
lature for the olectorial district of 
Esquimalt. In this capacity he framed 
the school act which with sonic modifica- 
tions is still in force, and put in motion 
the machinery of the B. C, school system. 
Declining reelection in the summer of 75 
he henceforth devoted all his energies and 
great legal ability to the practice of his 
profession. He rapidly reached the posi- 
tion of leading counsel in the province and 
loss than one year ago was raised to the 
bench by the present Dominion Govern- 
ment under the now Judicature Act. The 
dooeaiied judge was an eloquontand power- 
ful pleader and a lawyer of great legal 
acumen. To the judges and to his brother 
practitioners Mv. Robertson while at the 
bar always exhibited that courtesy and 
indopondenco of character which won 
frorii them all tho highest admiration. 
As a practitioner he was justly regarded 
by his professional brethren as a con- 
scientious, painstaking .and able lawyer. 
Many of the younger members of the lnu- 
who are now ascending the ladder of life 
will recollect in tho deceased judge one 
who has been to them an instructor botli 
iivtlio knowledge and ethics of their pro 
fossioh. To thoni ho always pointed out 
that tho study of the great masters of tho 
law, pursued with a sincere and constant 
vigor, and backed by honesty, industry 
and sobriety, in the individual, would in 
tho result, lead to tho approbation of a 
good con.scionce, the esteem of the com- 
munity, and possibly to the summit of a 
lawyer's ambition — tho ministration at tlie 
altars of the sanctuary of justice. ]?y 
his death the Province has lost ono of it's 
foremost and most useful public men that 
too at the early ago of 40 years. 

Foremost in every good word and work 
ho was for many years the beloved super- 
intendent of St. John's Sunday School, 
and waia'always conspicuous for liberality 
of thought and feeling towards all denomi- 
nations of Christians while liiniself a do- 
voted and consistent mcmberof the church 
of England. 

Asa member of llu< Masonic fr.iternity 
of this city, tlie organ iziition has to mourn 
the loss of an osteemed brother and worthy 
supporter of tho principles of the order.

Bismarck replied ho had ad- 
vised the emperor to tlie best of hi.s be- 
licf,and inthat matter had dons hisduty. 
The emperor, he said, constituted a. 
strong feature of tho system. How 
pcr.soiuil was tho rule of the llolicn- 
zollerns would be sonn in the fact that 
under the FiUiperor William's brother 
the govornmeiit was conducted accord- 
to difleront maxims from those now ob- 
-scrved by Emporor William. His per- 
.Honal share in the government was so 
active he could not be prohibited from 
s])eaking to his jieoplo. By tlie asser- 
tions of Herr Riohter, he, Bismarck, 
fully and coni])letc]y represented this 
iiniierial and monarchical policy, 

London, Nov. 28. — The lighthouse 
on Calf UockH, ofi' Bantry Bav, is re- 
ported washed nwny and six inmates 
perished. Vessels are continually ar- 
riving damaged terribly by .storms and 
occasionally di.sabled. By a later re- 
port the destruction of Calf Rock- light- 
house is confirmed. A larger portion 
of the tower was carried away. Five 
men wero seen at the rook yesterday, 
and her majesty's ship Salamio sent as- 
sistance, hut tlio roughness of the sea 
jirevented rescue. Another attempt 
will be made to-day. 

The steamer Hermann from Balti- 
more for Bremen, which put into 
Southampton, lost one of her life boats 
and had others started, and 200 bales 
of cotton jettisoned. Twenty tons of 
toliacco v.-ore burned as fuel, coal be- 
ing sliort.

She was hove to four days.

••Vrthur and others. They were very 
friendly, Vnit told hiin they must have 
men of big reputation, like Grant and 
Goukling, to do the speaking, Witness 
added : 1 wa.s on free and easy terms 
with Arthur, Jewell and the rest of 
thoni. Witness made the first applica- 
tion for office soon after Garfield's elec- 
tion. He called on Gen. Garfield at 
the White House. After Garfield was 
at leisure I shook hands with him and 
handed him my spopch on which was 
written "Paris Consulship." Ho knew 
mo at once T left him reading the 
speech, ami that was tho only interview 
1 had with Garfiel^^^ I-wish'vto aj^te 
hero my getting office or not getting 
office had nothing whatever to do with 
my removing the jiresident. That was 
an act of inspiration, and was done as 
a political necessity. Witness then re 
lated his experiences at the State De- 
partment, nild interijiewa vfilh Blaine, 
describings' ais'lie'termed it, the modus 
opcraiidi of getting at the Secretary of 
State. Witness described his last in- 
terview with Blaine, who rather hurt 
his feelings by his "abrupt niannor, 
which was so in contrast^ with previous 
cordiality. Witness then determined 
to see the president, and with consi- 
derable exhibition of excitement, re- 
lates his eflbrts to see Mr. Garfield. On 
Wednesday evening, after Conkling's 
re.signation, he thought if President 
Garfield was out of the way all would 
go well. He tried to shake it off but 
it grew and in a fortnight it had be- 
come a fixed resolve. He had never 
doubted since that time. About the 
first time he thought he was inspired 
ho prayed and prayed, asking God if 
Garfield were not to be thus removed 
to get rid of him. In this or some 
other way removal was necessary to 
save the nation from ruin. I knew the 
Lord employed me because He always 
employs the best material. I felt the 
Lord wanted ine to do it to advertise 
my book. No allusion was made by 
the witness to the immciliate incidents 
of the shooting.

Francisco burned in the South Pacific. 
The captain relates a terrible tale of 
suffering during a voyage of twenty- 
throe days in open boat under a tropi- 
cal sun. All came near perishing for 
w:int of water. The remainder of the 
crew left in two other boats which be- 
came separated, from the captain's and 
remainjjnheard from. The Me.xican 
gunboat Juarez went out from Aca- 
pulco on the arrival of Capt. Currio to 
search for tho other boats. The South 
Carolina also brought a number of 
destitute .seamen from Mnn/.anillo be- 
longing to the British ship Alnwick 
Castle and the American bark J. B. 
Bell, wrecked during the recent cyclone 
in Manzatlan harbor. She also brought 
from Mansatlan the crew of the wrecked 
bark Antioch and from San Bias the 
crew of tho scliooner Good Templar. 

Captain Weeks of tho bark Antioch, 
who arrived on the steamer South 
Carolina, reports that after ridinj; out 
the hurricane of October 2Gth at IMaa- 
zanillo, ho put to sen. His ship had 
been somewhat strained at Man zanillo 
and a gale arisiii;,' soon began to loak 
sliifted ballast ami lay upon her beam 
ends six days and finally went ashore 
November lOtli at Chamatio bay about 
80 miles north of Manzanillo. All 
hands wero saved. Captain Weeks re- 
ports tho hurricane nt JIanzanillo as 
ten Ific. Every house of more than two 
stories was razcil and many lower ones 
blown down. Fragments of buildings 
were living through the air like feath- 
ers and in the surrounding country 
every tree was torn away and the land 
swept bare.

DISCOVERY Of A SEAM OF AMTHRABITE COAL 
"eOLaMBIA SltVER TE«TEII~A UROE 
YIELD OF OATS-THE RAILWAY 
AND ITS PR00RE8S. 

ill-. D. W. Higgina, editor and pro- 
prietor of 'J7ie J)tti/i/ Co/oiiitit, of Vic- 
toria, British Columbia, arrived in the 
city on Saturday, and will, leave on 
Tuesday for New York, where he has 
busin2.ss to transact. Mr. Higgins 
speaks enthusiastically of British Co- 
lumbia, and states that tho pros|)ei;ts of 
the province were never brighter than 
they are just now. All the commercial 
interests are improving, and the busi* 
nesa in fish, lumber, coal, and other 
staples of the jirovinco have been better 
during the past season than ever be- 
fore. Of canned salmon British Co- 
lumbia exports no less than 120,000 
cases this year, a larger quantity than 
in any previous period. 'Iho output of 
coal has increased largely, and the 
quality improves as tho mines are de- 
veloped. The Briti.sh Columbia bitu- 
minous coal is the only genuine coal on 
the Pacific coant. It is a choice article 
in the San Francisco market. Tho 
Americans have some coal in Wash- 
ington Territory, but it is only a spe- 
cies of lignite. Near Victoria there 
was recently discovered 

A NKW SKA.M 01' AXTIIIlAt.'lTi:. 

It is supposed to bo a very valuable 
d(>[iosit, and if all expectations regard- 
ing it are realized the province will 
have in it a new source of wealth. 
There have also been found in the 
vicinity of Victoria silver deposits 
which promise to yield well, A New 
York company is at present engaged 
testing the quality of the quartz. As 
regards the results of the year's agri- 
cultural operations, jMr, Higgins says 
that on Vancouver's Island the yield 
has been very large Ah an illustra- 
tion of the value of tho crops and the 
fertility of the soil, he mentions that 
on a farm thirteen miles from Victoria 
and but recently cleared of fir trce.s, 
there was a yield of eighty bushels of 
oats to the acre. The mainlandors 
have also had a good season. The 
Saanioh Peninsula, upon which Victoria 
stands, is a lovely spot, and is being 
rapidly turned into a garden. On the 
mainland, and indeed on the island a's 
well, business has received an impetus 
by reason of the work on 

TUF, KAIUVAY, 

which has attracted many people to the 
province. The railway is built for 
about thirteen or fourteen miles, from 
Yale to Savona, ond a construction 
survey of the Port Moody line is fin- 
ished, Mr. Marcus Smith, the cngi 
neer on the last mentioned section, is 
expected to leave British Columbia for 
Ottawa shortly, and probably on his 
arrival at the capital tenders for the 
work will be called for. Build- 
ing operations throughout the pro- 
vince have been prosecutM vigorously 
during tho season. Of (out the larg- 
est work in the building huo is that on 
the railway. Next to it comes the 
work on the Esquimalt drydock. The 
dock is being constructed as fast as 
circumstances will permit, and it will 
when completed accommodate the larg- 
est war ship afloat. The sides will be 
of sandstone instead of — as was origin- 
ally intended — being of granite. The 
change from granite to sandstone will 
effect a saving of .§80,000, but the dif- 
ference in the quality of the material is 
very great. Another good work in 
British Columbia, but one which has 
not been completed, is the improvement 
of Victoria harbor. Rock and otlier ob- 
structions in the harbor have been re- 
moved and it will now be accessible to 
vessels of tho largest class. In confid- 
ent anticipation of a large shipping 
business new wharves and warehouses 
are to be erected at Victoria. Manu- 
facturers have within the last year 
made quite a step in advance in the 
province. Several have doubled their 
producing capacities ; many have en- 
larged their premises and some who 
could find no business in the province 
have recently commenced operations. 

THE COKDITION OF TIIR PEOPLE 

of British Columbia is satisfactory, 
Thoy are doing well, and those who have 
to engage with others for a living find 
plenty to do. The general commercial 
condition of the province can be gath- 
ered from the fact that the value of the 
exports this year largely e.xceeds the 
i m porta The only trouble experienced 
by the Pacific province has been with 
the Chinese. Everybody in the pro- 
vince it seems has to pay a poll tax 
of $3 per head; but the Chinese not 
only inflicted tho country with their 
presence but absolutely declined to pay 
tho tax. A. force of armed policemen 
had to be dispatched to them with a 
viow to persuading them to pay. They 
then paid. From all that Mr. Higgins 
says about British Columbia it is evid- 
ent that the Dominion gainit much by 
its development. 

It will ba observed that the Mail re- 
porter made a mistake with reference 
to granite being substituted for sand- 
stone It was corrected next day as 
follows: In the interview with Mr. 
D. W. Higgins, of Victoria, B. C, pub- 
lished yesterday, there was an error re- 
garding the now Esquimalt drydock. 
What Mr. Higgins says is this : — Tho 
original specifications call for sandstone 
and thelocalgovornmentdeclined to sanc- 
tion a change to granite at a cost of 
$80,000. The specifications wtirc drawn 
while the engineers were under the im- 
pression that no good granite could be 
had in the province. The discovery of 
granite is quite recent, and in the opin- 
ion of many granite should have been 
adopted. — Mall.
